Maj. Charles E. Cooke of the U. 
S. G. S. again will be in charge of the 
Texas joint work and will have more 
jurisd ction than before, avoiding de 
lays in referring many questions to 
W ashington for decision. 
A bout IOO Q uadrangles.

am ount of 
money will be available for the next 
year, 
beginning 
Septem ber I, the 
United States survey will send only 
about half the forces into Texas but 
more will be accomplished, Mr. N or­ 
ris said, 
because of the perfected 
control work and the highly valua­ 
ble aerial photography. 
There will be IOO quadrangles to 
be mapped next year. 
Among the 
first work will be the canyon sections 
of the Colorado and Guadalupe riv­ 
ers, where extensive

UNIVERSITY PROF. IS 
INTERESTED SNAKES- 
BITI th UN THE HAND 


(.Special to Bryan Dally Eagle). 
AUSTIN, July I.— De Luz Ham- 
lett instructor 
in zoology 
at the 
University of Texas, and specialist 
in snakes, recently narrowly escaped 
a serious accident when he was b it-1 
ten by one of the reptiles he was 
exam ning. 
H am lett is engaged this 
summer in making a series of slides 
of Texas snakes and their habitat for 
the visual instruction division of the 
un versity, 
and has 
been making 
trips into the chaparral 
region oi 
South Texas particularly to secure 
specimens and pictures. 
He was bit­ 
ten 
by a 
cotton-mouth poisonous 
w ater moccasin, 
but secured tre a t­ 
ment immediately, and except for an 
unpleasant wound on his f nger es­ 
caped serious effects. 
H am lett has 
been interested in snakes for sever­ 
al years, and has attracted much at­ 
tention fo r extracting 
the 
poison 
from rattlesnakes for the purpose of 
analysis.
